I If you don't know it CBS tried to blackmail dim into getting Him to approve ah 
interview with you. Be aade and corrected an innocent factual mistake where they 
asked Ms about what he had not addressed in court. Their throat was to air the 
error if ha did not recommend that you see them on film. They pat it acre politely 
but there wee no mistaking their meaning, Jim refund and they backed down. Me 
guess, "obody knows what winds up on the cutting-room floor until the film and tap© 
are shown. Often the decision is on a different level anyway. 

This man had wanted to com© and see me several times earlier but on those times 
it was not convenient for me. Be did. cam yesterday. He is not good at disguising his 
inward feeling or his intentions although I think he thinks he is. Ha was hig h up on 
the deliberately dishonest four-hour special CBS did in 1967 on the JFK assassination.

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a»j any reason to have any faith in Ms honesty of intentions. And remember, he is the 
writer on the show.

What this guy said about Jerzy id word for what-wfeat Haile 
told so one higfctJ even tease this guy says he hasn’t interviewed Haile yet. It is 
more meaningful iaf-he hasn’t. 

What i3 also clear is teat they are going into two things, one without question, 
the other I think probable and Jim thinks certain. X was not with ^im when they spoke 
to Mm and Jisms was not hero.
